T tonight made public the text 

of the two notes to Egypt 


HE British Foreign Office 
on the assassination of Sir Lee 


Stack. The first note follows: 
“His Majesty’s Government 
consider this murder, which 


holds up Egypt as at present 
governed to the contempt of 
civilized peoples, is the natural 
outcome of a campaign of hos- 
tility to British rights and Brit- 
ish subjects in Egypt and Swdan, 
founded upon a heedless ingrat- 
itude for benefits conferred by 
Great Britain, not discouraged 
by Your Excellency’s Govern- 
ment and fomented by organiza- 
tions in close contact with that 
government. 


“Your Excellency was warned 
by His Majesty’s Government 
a little more than a month ago 
of the consequences of failing 
to stop this campaign, more 
particularly as it concerned the 
Sudan. 

“It has not been stopped. The 
Egyptian Government have now 
allowed the Governor-General 
of Sudan to be murdered and 
have proved they are incapable 
or unwilling to protect foreign 
lives. 

Apology and Fine. 

“His Majesty's Government, 
therefore, require that the 
Egyptian Government shall, 
firstly, present an ample apolo- 
gy for the crime; gecondly, 
prosecute an inquiry into the 
authorship of the crime with the 
utmost energy and without re- 
spect of persons and bring the 
criminals, whoever they are, and 
whatever their age, to condign 
punishment; thirdly, henceforth 
forbid and vigorously suppress 
all popular political demonstra- 
tions; fourthly, pay forthwith to 
His Majesty’s Government a 
fine of 600,000 pounds (ap- 
proximately $2,500,000); fifthly, 
order within 24 hours the with- 
drawal from Sudan of all Egyp- 
ti@m officers and purely Egyp- 
tian units of the Egyptian army, 
with such resulting changes as 
Shall hereafter be_ specified; 

xthly notify the competent de- 
partment that the Sudan Gov- 
ernment will increase the aréa

“Failing immediate compli- 
ance with these demands, His 
Majesty’s Government will at 
once take gppropriate action to 
safeguard their interests in 
Egypt and Sudan.” 

Requirements Detailed. 

The second note details the 
Specific requirements, respect- 
ing the army in Sudan and the 
protection of foreizn interests 
in Egypt as follows: 

“Firstly, Egyptian officers 
and purely Egyptian units of 
the Egyptian army having been 
withdrawn, Sudanese units of 
the Egyptian army shall be con- 
verted into a Sudan defense 
force, owing allegiance to the 
Sudan Government alone and 
under supreme command oF 
the Governor General, in. 
whose name all commissions 
will be given. 

“Secondly, the rules and con- 
ditions governing the _ service, 
discipline and retirement of 
foreign officials still emploved 
by the Egyptian Government, 
and the financial conditions 
governing the pensions of for- 
eign officials who have left the 
service, shall bé revised in ac- 


cordance with the wishes of 

His Majesty’s Government. 
“Thirdly, pending the con- 

clusion of an agreement be- 


tween the two governments re- 
garding the protection of for- 
eign interests in Egypt, the 


Egyptian Government shall 
maintain the posts of financial

Chemical Analysis of Lungs 


Shows Mrs. Sheatsley Did 


Not Breathe in Furnace. 


STRANGULATION 
IS INDICATED 


Pastor, Told of Chemist’s 
Findings, Says “It Is Up 


to the Prosecutor to Act.”’

COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 22.—Con- 
cealed behind the ghastly furnace 
find of the body of the wife of the 
Rev. Clarence V. Sheatsley, was a 
crime of violence that either was 
| murder or self-inflicted death and 
subsequent attempt at cremation 
by another. 

The findings in the analytical 
tests of what was left of her body 
in the furnace of the parsonage of 
Christ Lutheran Church in residen- 
tial Bexley have placed the conclu- 
sion of death outside the fire be- 
yond reasonable scientific doubt. 

The hands of suspicion and fact 
both point tonight to cold-blooded 
murder, with the possibility re- 
maining of a suicide agreement and 
hanging a part of it or some sort of 
strangulation and a fright-wrought 


The theory of suicide in the fire 
has been whip-snapped of the in- 
vestigation. It has been abandoned 
as fanciful by all except Coroner 
Joseph Murphy. 

The intense congestion the 
lungs showed strangulation. The 
lungs had not functioned within the 
furnace. 

Community Close-Mouthed. 

What and whose impulses, how- 
ever, were behind the crime are as 
tar from being ascertained as they 
were when the charred remains of 
the frail little minister’s wife were 
irst viewed Monday afternoon by 
ihe authorities. 

The strung out community cf 
Bexley has been combed for clews. 
he Lutherans there who are in the 
riajority, were first stunned by the 
revelations, now they seem steelea 
against giving information thet 
might aid in solving the mystery. 
They have walled themselves in 
with silence. 

Approached as to the mental con- 
dition of Mrs. Sheatsley over her 
religious fervor and itagined sins 
tney become tongue-tied. 

It was learned today that there 
were little domestic mounds and 
furrows in the life of the minister 
and his wife, but none that were 
unsurmountable. ; 

Did Not Breathe in Fire. 

It is a peculiar case in which the 
chemical anat!tysis failed to show 
whether it was murder or suicide. 
It set forth only that Mrs. Sheatsley 
did not squirm into the fire and 
that she was not thrust in alive. 

The absence of carbon monoxide 
in her lungs was evidence that she 
cid not breathe in the fire, but did 
not determine definitely that she 
was slain by another. It only 
proved to the satisfaction of most 
of the investigators that she did not 
squirm through the small furnace 
door and over the hot ceals. It es- 
tablished to their satisfaction that 
her body was pushed in the fire. 

Cross sections of the .lungs that 
were obtained and placed under 
microscopic examination showed no 
trace of any foreign substance such 
as soot, ash or carbon, that would 
have beén breathed by one alive 
and gasping in a fire. The same 
negative result was obtained with 
a small amount of thorax fluid. No 
carbon had diffused through the 
three ounces of blood obtained. A 
piece of the stomach wall and part 
of the aesophagus were obtained 
for the search of a trace of the 
missing bottle of carbolic acid in 
the household and not an imagin-

straints of the community sense of what {s right 
conduct. We disregard the principle that there 
is a point beyond which the restraints of positive 


dency, compels more than usual sober 
thought. 

What, if any, was the motive of this 
choice? One of them pointed to grave 
and large duties, the other was all bu! 
dumb in that respect. And the people 
chose to travel the path indicated by the 
latter policy. They have not altered the 
mood that moved them to refuse co-op- 
eration with the rest of the world in tak- 
ing any responsibility to put an end to 
war. Whether the imposition of any 
duty is right or expedient may be im- 
portant; but it is not as important a: 
whether a people do not wish to be an- 
mnoyed with any talk of duty. 

There is food for cogitation in the suc- 
cess of the silence of Mr. Coolidge. In 
its very depths it said to the people, “1! 
know you do not want to be vexed with 
any statement of what you ought to do, 
and I am asking you to do nothing.” 
The other epoke of the seething world 
with undeniable intelligence—of great 
work in sight, often putting it on the 
high plane of moral stress and obliga- 
tion. And he was badly beaten. 

What would we say of two parents, 
contending for popularity !n the family, 
one of who would let it alone, while the 
other tried to tell its members what they 
ought to do? Who would win, and who 
should win, might be interesting ques- 
tions, but what would be the fate of 
that family encourages speculation.

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EUROPE’S TARIFF WAR. 


War is not over in Europe with the signing of 
peace treaties and the laying down of arms. At this 
moment a four-cornered war is on between Germany, 
France, Belgtum and England which aims at the im- 
poverishment of each in its turn and which points 
in the direction of the sterner conflict of arms. It is 
a tariff war. 

France is incensed at the German tariff of 300 to 
1000 per cent on lururies, which are a major French 
product. She has therefore decreed a retaliatory 
prohibitive tariff on German goods. It had been 
agreed that Belgium would join her in bargaining 
with Germany for a commercial treaty, but Belgium, 
having separate purposes of her own, including the 
rehabilitation of Antwerp as a port, struck out for 
herself. France, therefore, has bargains to make 
with both Germany and Belgium, using the protective 
tariff as a club. 

Germany, thongh feeling herself wronged by the 
so-called recovery tax, upheld by Great Britain, pro 
viding that a 26 per cent duty on German exports 
shall go to the Government on reparations account, 
is playing Britain against France in the tariff war. 

The situation brings out the essential conflict be 
tween reparations and prosperity. Unless Germany 
prospers she cannot pay reparations. If she is per- 
mitted to prosper by the lowering of trade barriers 
she cuts in on the trade and prosperity of her repa- 
rations creditors. Trade wars are as much in need 
of mediation and negotiation as wars of arms. The 
one leads to the other.

The League's work has been con- 
cerned, first, with obtaining gen- 
eral ratification of the opium con- 
vention of 1912 and the protocol 
putting it into effect. Every as- 
sembly has passed resolutions urg- 
ing league members to ratify, with 
the result that nearly all states of 
importance in the trade are either 
bound by the convention or have 
promised to ratify soon. Of the 54 
members of the league, 43 are 
parties to the convention, and two 
more, Persia and Switzerland, have 
promised soon to become so. Of the 
ten states not in the league, four 
are parties to the convention. 

The second aspect of the league’s 
work is supervision of the execu- 
tion of the convention. To this end 
it has attempted to have all states 
parties to the convention and im- 
portant in the opium and danger- 
ous drug trade represented on the 
advisory committee even though 
not members of the league. Ger- 
,many and the United States are 
| both now on the commission. Yugo- 
slavia and Turkey have been in- 
vited. The advisory committee, 
with the aid of the league secretar- 
iat, has prepared statistics with 
regard to the production and con- 
,Sumption of opium and dangerous 
|drugs so far as available data per- 
mits. It has likewise given public- 
ity to the national laws and regula- 
tiong enforced by the States in pur- 
suance of the convention of 1912, 
ard to all information received with 
regard to seizures of illicit opium 
and narcotics. In order to make 
this information more complete the 
assembly has requested the sub- 
mission to the secretariat of annual 
reports by the members of the 
league parties to the convention 
and particularly of information 
w.:th regard to important seizures. 
Finally, the league has recommend- 
the 
parties to the convention to assure 
a more adequate enforcement, such 
as the imposition of severe penal- 
ties upon individuals engaging in 
illicit trade in narcotics, and the 
requirement of the production of a 
certificate from the importing gov- 
ernment before export is permitted. 
Detailed regulations with regard to 
import and export certificates have 
been drawn up and 34—- govern- 
ments appear to have put them in- 
to effect, including the United 
States. 

A third aspect of the league’s 
work has been the interpretation of 
the convention of 1912 and, fn case 
its terms are found inadequate, the 
recommendation of improvements. 
It is in this phase of the problem 
that the United States has been 
most interested. The council, at 
its thirteenth session on June 28, 
1921, adopted at the suggestion of 
the Chinese representative, Mr. 
Koo, an amendment to the first re- 
port of the advisory committee in 
the following terms: 

“That in view of the world-wide 
interest in the attitude of the 
League toward the opium question, 
and of the general desire to reduce 
and restrict the cultivation and

1735 expressed a view prevalent in 
his time when he declared “opium 
is not a necessary of life but a per- 
nicious article of luxury which 
ought not to be permitted, except 
for purposes of foreign commerce 
only.” In 1895 a British pariia- 
mentary commission after exten- 
sive inquiry found, with one dis- 
senting opinion, that there was “no 
evidences of extensive moral or 
physical degradation” resulting 
from the use of opium in India, and 
that it was not advisable that the 
growth of the poppy and manufac- 
ture of opium, except for medicinal 
purposes, be abandoned in Indla. 
An official report of 1922 reached 
similar conclusions. The Mahara- 
jah of Nawanagar in the League of 
Nations assembly, supported by 
other representatives of India, 
though admitting the evil effect of 
opium smoking, which is taboo in 
India, insisted that oplum eating 
as practiced in India furnishes a 
necessary sedative in the hot cli- 
mate and is regarded as the “In- 
dian parallel of wine and beer in 
Europe and America.” Neverthe-

less the general opinion in China, 
the opinion of popular Indian lead- 
ers, such as Mahatma Gandhi and 
Rabindranath Tagore, and the 
overpowering medical opinion of 
the Western world regard the use 
of narcotics, except by medical pre- 
scription, as deleterious, and this

2. The nonmedical use of 
opium and narcotic drugs can only 
be suppressed by curtailing their 
production. Efferts at control of 
consumption and of trade have 
proved abortive because of the 
great value in proportion to bulk 
and the consequent ease of smug- 
gling. If opium and narcotic drugs 
exist in large quantities they will 
get tp the addict even through 
prison walls,

ERROR OF COURT 
GUIS 10 YEARS 
RUM SENTENCE 


Years on Each of Three 
Counts, to Be Confined 
on Only One. 


NOTHING TO SHOW 
SEQUENCE OF TERMS 


Supreme Court Decision of 
Many Years’ Standing 
Quoted in Citing Omis- 
sion. 


When Federal District Judge 
McGee sentenced James Daugher- 
ty, peddler of narcotics, at Min- 


neapolis, Sept. 4, 1923, he meant to 
send him to prison for 15 years, 
five years on each of three counts 
to which Daugherty pleaded guilty, 
but he failed to specify the order 
of sequence, as the law requires, 
80 Daugherty will have to serve 
only five years. 

The reason for the rule requir- 
ing that the sequence of the sen- 
tences to be served under each 
count be specified is that if any 
question later arose as to either 
of the counts fit would not be pos- 
sible to determine which of the 
sentences the convicted person 
had served or was serving or was 
yet to serve. 

Judge McGee, tin sending Daugh- 
erty to Leavenworth prison, direct- 
ed: that the sentences were to run 
consecutively and not concurrent- 
ly, but did not specify the se- 
quence, 

Conducted Own Appeal. 

Daugherty appealed to the Unit- 
ed States Court of Appeals. He 
wrote his own brief, a 15-page 
document. His contentions of er- 
ror were not allowed, but the 
Court discovered the Judge’s omis- 
sion and yesterday, in session here, 
it handed down a decision that, as 
it was too late for Judge McGee 
to correct the mistake, Daugher- 
ty’s sentences would run concur- 
rently. 

Judge Lewis, 
opinion, sald: 

“Where sentences are imposed 
on verdicts of guilty or pleas of 
guilty on several counts or on sev- 
eral indictments consolidated for 
trial, it is the rule that the sen- 
tences so imposed run concurrent- 
dy, in the absence of specific and 
definite provision therein that they 
be made to run consecutively by 
specifying the order of sequence. If 
the order in which the terms of 
imprisonment oF the different of- 
fenses is to be served is not 
clearly designated, the terms are 
to be served concurrently and the

Charles L. Chute Says There 
Are Some Evils After Sur- 
vey in State. 


Charles L. Chute, secretary of 
the Nationa] Probation Association 


of New York City, who surveyed 
parole and probation conditions in 
St. Louls, has completed a two 
weeks’ survey of six counties in the 
State to gain a knowledge of pres- 
ent probation methods as applied 
to juvenile lawbreakers. 

“There are several existent evils 
of parole systems now in use which 
can be remedied through proper 
legislation,” Chute said. “A bill 
compelling the appointment of 


competent probation officers 
should be passed by the State Leg- 
islature.” In hig opinion nothing 
can be accomplished by paroling a 
first offender if he is not placed 
in hands adequate to properly care 
for him. 

He suggests an examination to 
be given all applicants for the po- 
sition of probation officer which 
would be a test for their fitness.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The British 


motor car industry, which~ ap- 
peared as though the sleep of death 


was nigh when the tariff against 
foreign cars was lifted last spring, 
must have been merely playing 
"possum. Never has it been a 
mbdre robust, active, eager and op- 
timistic business than at the an- 
nual motor show at Olympia, 
which, last week, revealed a multi- 
tude of glistening cars. 

That there is fierce competition 
from without the country, as well 
as within, a visitor could see at a 
glance.

Movement in Britain to 


ceptance of Automobile 
Records. 


By Mali to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Nov. 13.—The feeling 
that something should be done to 
make sure that all automobile 
speed records are made as claimed, 
and to insure world-wide accepi- 
ance of them through certification 
by an authority of unquestianed 
standing, is apparent in a proposal 
for establishing and safeguarding 
international class records. 

The proposals, as made te the 
Association internationale des Au- 
tomobile Clubs, are concerned 
chiefly with records made in the 
various classes based on cublid ca- 
pacity of engine cylinders. Also, 
while the word “international” is 
used, it is evident that {t is em- 
ployed in a European eense; that is, 
in much the same way as Ameri- 
cans speak of the ‘world’s’ base- 
ball championship. 

However, there is reason to hope 
for definite proposals whereon a 
real governing body can be estab- 
lished to rule and record all auto- 
mobile speed eventae, in the Ameri- 
cas as well as in Europe. The pro- 
posals to the International Associa- 
tion of Automobile Clubs are, in 
substance: 

That cars be classed according to 
cylinder capacity, ranging from 


8000 c. c. and over. 

That the association ghall ‘pass 
upon all claims to records and may 
grant “world’s records” for the 
best performance over the distances 


“International class records” for 
the best performance over similar 
distances for similar times by cars 
which come within the limits of 
the classes specified,

During the same pe- 
riod 1577 inspections were made of 
ships voluntarily equipped, com- 
pared with 1124 the previous year; 
and 974 American ship. stations 
were inspected for licenses, com- 
pared with 644 the previous year. 


The bureau’s service of safe- 
guarding life and property along 
the Atlantic and the Southern sea- 
board, he points out, is operating 
without cost to the Government.

And, strangely, 
the date of his wounding is given as July 
®6, eight days after the date of his reported 
death and one day after the date of his let- 
ter in which he told of having been wounded. 

There was a letter written by Chaplain 
Wetherill which might have satisfied their 
hunger for information and convinced them 
that their son was dead. He wrote it after 
the soldier’s death but by wistake it was scent 
to Kenosha, another Wisconsin town.

By A NEW YORK POLICEWOMAN, as told to JESSIE HENDERSON. 


LL my life I have been told by various people 
that the little things are what really 
count-~I never believed it until I be- 
came a New York policewoman. [I'll 
never doubt it, after the murder on 
Cheesecotk Mountain: 

There was an unusually large number 
“of erows around the mountains near Haverstraw, 
N. Y., in the fall of 1921. ‘Phere was also, on one 
mounbtain path, a battered ‘suitcase. These two facts, 
unconnected, are tittle things indeed. Connected; 
as later they were, these tyro little facts had a tragic 
significance. 


For three years the Cheesecock murder has stood 
out as unique. It is likely to stand so for many 
decades. Yet extraordinary as the murder was in 
itself, the investigation of it proved even more un- 
canny. In all fairness, the greater portion of the 
eredit for whatever wé did on the case goes to Capt. 
Grant Williams of the New York police. 


When a short news item appeared in the New 
York papers, to the effect that the skeleton of a 
woman, bobbed-haired, something over five feet tall, 
and “believed to have been slain,’”’ had been found 
on Cheesecock Mountain, outside Haverstraw, on 
April 16, 1922, the paragraph held the attention: of 
only two or three persons. It held my own attention 
because part of my job was to be on the wateh for 
missing New York girls, and too large a, percentage 
of missing New-York girls are found dead in the 
remote backwoods along that part of the Hudson. 
It attracted also the attention of two other women. 
Both these women had seen what they considered an 
unusual incident while driving across the Haverstraw 
Mounta.as the previous autumn, and one of the 
women, having met me some time before, decided to 
ask my advice as to whether what she had seen 

might be of aid in helping clear up the Cheesecock 
' mystery. 

The news item stated that the girl whose skeleton 
was found in the spring of 1922 probably had lain 
on the mountain since the autumn before. All 
things considered, it looked as though what the 
woman had seen might be vitally connected with the 
case. 

Driving .along a road so little used that weeds 
brushed the hubs of the wheels, the woman came 
upon a suitcase of cheap type, a tan, imitation leath- 
er affair, opened out and thrown down in the middle 
of the path. The road was so little traveled that a 
bonfire had been lighted in the middle of it. The 
suitcase had evidently been emptied of its contents 
and then placed inside down, over the fire. 

Even imitation leather is tough. The fire had 
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scorched it, but not burned it through, and the bnild- 
ers of the fire seemed to have abandoned, their ai- 
tempt to burn this bit of luggage. Imside the suit- 
ease were sinister-lookimg stains and some sort of 
sticky substance. . 

While the women.were *xamining this unusual 
object they noticed a pillar of smoke rising from 
a clearing some 30 feet away. It happened that 


the clearing lay in a hollow, invisible from any point _— 


except the one at which the women had halted their 
pony cart. Two men were burning something in the 
elearing, so intently turning over what looked Hke a 
bundie of rags that they did not notice the women, 
to. whom their backs were turned.

How out of the ordinary the thing appeared may 
be judged from the fact that some days later the 
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women, accompanied by a man friehd, went up over 
the same road in an attempt to investigate what they 
had witnessed. They found the remains of two bon- 
fires, which, to their unpracticéd eyes, yielded no 
clew. The suitcase was gone. 

The probability that these women had stumbled on 
a valuable bit of information struck me instantly. 
Although Haverstraw is, of course, outside the juris- 
diction of the New York City police, it is neverthe- 
less inside the Metropolitan Missing Persons Zone 
established by Commissioner Enright. Within a 
hundred miles in any direction from New York City, 
the police are asked to co-operate with the New 
York authorities in identifying missing persons, 
whether dead or alive, on the chance that these 
missing persons may be New Yorkers for whom the 
New York police have been asked to search. Think- 
ing probably that this girl, “believed to be slain,” 
was one of the girls reported to the Missing Persons 
Bureau within the past few months, I obtained per- 
mission to make a preliminary survey of the field. 

Several runaway girls had been reported to us, 
who might have gone in the direction of Haver- 
straw. None of these fitted very well the descrip- 
tions which somehow became circulated-in Haver- 


straw—a girl of perhaps 16, a Swede woman of per- — 


haps 40 who had cooked in a laborer’s camp, both 
feet.

He had been almost reluctant to place it at 
that angle. But after straightening out the twist of 
dried -skin, softening it first by various processes, 
he could see no other way to fit the nose to the face.

It was just two weeks after the discovery of the 
skeleton on the mountain, when we prepared to Z0 
back to Haverstraw with the reconstructed head. 
The remodeling of the skull had taken a full week 
of hard work. , 

Recognizing from certaimindications that the girl 
had been subnormal, I had two theories on which to 
go. She might be a runaway New. York girl, but 
none of the gvailable descriptions seemed to fit. She 
might possibly be one of the inbred mountaineers 
from far back over the hills beyond Haverstraw, yet 
the Slavic-Celtic cast of her face seemed to preclude 
that idea. . 

And then I discovered that Letchworth Village, 
the. great State institution for the feeble-minded, 
lay in the valley which has Cheesecock Mountain at 
one end. / 

With Capt. Williams I made the journey back to 
Haverstraw. The authorities to whom we showed 
the reconstructed head did not recognize it as any- 
one they had ever seen. It might be a Swede woman 
who had disappeared from a laborers’ camp, they 
repeated. , 

I asked the former location of the camp, and drove 
over to that point. It was, as a matter of fact, very 
near the main office of Letchworth Village. Anxious 
though I was to show the head to the Letchworth 
authorities, I nevertheless did not want to slight any 
clew. 

Near the site of the former camp we met some 
mountaineers—a man and his daughter—-who used 
to see the Swede woman almost daily. The high 
cheek bones were like hers, they Said, but the rest 
of the face they did not recognize, though the man 
thought it was vaguely familiar. He was, as it turned 
out, a watchman in the Letchworth institution. 4 

In the main office of Letchworth Village I left 
the skull while I went in search of the manager of 
the institution. My plan was to show the recon- 
structed skull to everyone who lived near Cheese- 
cock Mountain: then to show it to everyone within 
the radius of a mile» then of two miles, and so on. 
Sooner or later I was almost sure to find somebody 
who had caught a glimpse of this girl. It was un- 
likely that she could have gone along any road to- 
ward the mountain without meeting someone who 
recalled seeing her. 

I asked the doctor who was in charge of Letch- 
worth whether any of the inmates were missing. 
He told me that while several had run away within 
the past year or two, all hadebeen accounted for. 
There were four colored boy runaways and three col- 
ored girls. 

“any white girl?’’ I inquired, for the skull was 
obviously that of a white person.

questions, I drew from my purse the little gold p0- 
lice badge that gave me the privilege of being curi- 
ous. . He consulted the records. 

Yes, one white girl was reported missing. He 
showed me the memorandum in the record boek. 
“Lillian White. Twenty-four years of age. Commit- 
ted to Letchworth by the Children’s Society of 
Brooklyn.” @ 

On Sept. 15, 1921, a social worker had reported 
that Lillian was missing. She had disappeared, as 
a matter of fact, about Sept. 11. 

The dates jibed well with the probable date of 
the murder on Cheesecock. But Lillian White, 
though missing, appeared to be-accounted for to the 
satisfaction of the Letchworth authorities. Girl 
friends, also inmates of Letchworth, had received let- 
ters from her, mailed in several: cities. 

Would some of .the authorities who had known 
Lillian well degcribe her to me? Or, better, was 
there a picture? A finger-print record?.~ Even 
where the fingers are missing an identification may 
sometimes be made by comparing the finger print 
No. It was toe bad, 
but. the imstitution had neither finger print nor pic- 
ture. 

And at that moment a little snapshot—the kind 
everyone takes with a small camera—dropped from 
the record book to the floor. Evidently it had got 
wedged between the pages and forgotten. . 

A woman friend who had followed the skull re- 
construction with great interest was with me in the 
manager's office at the time. I picked up the snap- 
shot and, after a quick glance, handed it to her. 

“Does this resemble anyone you ever saw?’ I 
asked.

The picture showed a young woman in a white 
middy blouse and white skirt, standing near what 
looked like a bit of stone wall. Behind her were tall 
bushes and trees, one of them with peculiar foliage 
which later assumed dramatic importance. On the 
girl’s face, with its high cheek bones, its high chin 
and its eyes too wide apart, was a childlike, rather 
eager expression. The resemblance was more than 
startling. At that moment it was nothing short of 
terrific. . 

All this time, Capt. Williams and a Aittle grove 
of mountain people were in the main building. I 
had found the manager of Letchworth in another 
part of the institution and gone with him to his pri- 
vate office. Now I invited him to see the recon- 
structed head. 

Four persons were present at this impromptu 
meeting who had known Lillian White well. They 
agreed in thinking that the skull was hers. 

While, ‘however, this might seem pretty conclusive 
to the layman, there was much more work to be 
done on the case before an identification could be 
claimed. The missing girl’s relatives must be found, 
if she had any; she must be proved. missing; the 
story about Lillian’s girl friends receiving letters 
from her since her disappearance must be verified; 
and a motive for murdering Lillian White must be. 
discovered. All these things would have to be estab- 
lished before fhe police could say with confidence 
that the girl killed on the mountain was Lillian. 
It was only too easy to trace Lillian’s record, who- 
ever the murdered girl might turn out to be. Of her 
24 years, Lfllian had spent 22 of them in institu- 
tions. Bedford Reformatory was among them. As 
I traced her from orphanage to home for the feeble- 
minded, realizing more and more acutely that, what- 
ever her faults, she was one of those unfortunates 
born under such a mental handicap that she ought 
never to have been Lorn at all, the agreement of her 
history and measurements with what I knew about 
the reconstructed s¥ull became startling. 

Twenty-four yeas old, less than five feet tall, 
weighing less than 100 pounds, she tallied in these

A few days later the expedition headed for the - 
jungle, setting sail from Balboa and finally estab- 
lishing a base camp just below the negroid town of 
Yavisa, which is on the Chucunaque, near the point 
where this river and tife Tuyra join. 

The search for the White Indians began in earnest. 
It was in this locality that Marsh had seen the canoe- 
load of White Indians the year before. As the first 
step toward exploration of the country, visits were 
made to the camps of leading chiefs. Located about 
‘the negroid and Government-controlled village of 
Yavisa are tribes of Chocoi Indians. Further up the. 
Tuyra River in the mountains are Cuna Indians, 
and it was on@of their chiefs, Jose Mata, who was 
the first to be won through kindness and presents 
as a friend to the expedition. 

Jose Mata was camping near Yavisa and invited 
the party to visit him at his village in the Cuna coun- 
trw He had two “grandes casas’ (great houses), 
he said, and one was the greatest house in the coun- 
try and known to all the world. It was an unfound- 
ed rumor of White Indians up the Tuyra, as well as 
the desire to see the Cuna Indians, that took Marsh's 
scouting crew into Jose Mata's territory. 

The Cuna chief's house really was large, and the 
American explorers received royal treatment. They 
then were passed on to another Cuna ehief, Alejan- 
dro, and although beautiful headdresses and splen- 
did blowguns_were bought for museum collections, a 
White Indian woman. only White Indian inhabitant 
of that region, ran away into the jungle when she 
learned shat Americans were in search for them. 

Nearer the base camp was located the village of 
Chief Avellino on the Rio Chico. The scientists of 
the party spent many days and nights in the chief's 

big community house, studying the Indians and 

even joining in their ceremonies. The whole 


-- party one evening was allowed to witness and 


join in one of the Indian festivals, at which the 
chief sang a long sing-song chant in his dimly 
lighted house, specially decorated for the cere- 
mony. : 
Dancing Chocoi maidéns hopped. shuffled and 
swaved in a circle around the shrine erected on 
the floor of the house. An orchestra of reed 
pipes produced mournful trombonelike music. 
Never before had any white man been present at 
this ceremony so far back as Chief Avellino could 
remember, and his father before him had told 
him none but Indians had ever been present. Now, 
however. the American explorers, all of them 
wearing the meager Indian costume and decorated 
with gaudy paints, applied by the chief's wife, 
were “our Indian brothers,’ said the chief, and 
he was sure that the spirit to whom he prayed 
would not object. 3 
For hours the prayers and dances continued, 
and finally the Indian priest stopped his incanta- 
tions and announced that the spirits had come, 
fhat they had forecast a goodyear for the Indians, 
and that the child who was sick would recover. 
The mother of.the sick baby heaved a sigh of 
relief, and so did Marsh and the other members of 
his party. They were thinking of what might 
have happened if the Indian:spirits, angered at the 
presenc@ of the white men, had predicted a poor 
year for the Indians and death for the sick baby. 
Prof. Baer, anthropologist of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. made many scientific measurements of the 
Chocoi and Cuna Indians that visited the camp. Dr 
Breder of the American Museum of Natural History 
earned the Indian name of “Sapo, the Frog,’’ be- 
eause of his nocturnal visits to swamps and riverlets 
in search of fishes, frogs, snakes and 
other swimming creatures. Later on the 
trip he discovered an almost white frog, 
full grown and abouf the size of a quarter.

F AT the age of 12 yvears your evesight had 
been destroyed and your right hand Had been 
blown off by a cannon fireeracken what, do 
you think, would have been your prospects for 
a busy, useful and happy 
' Would you say that it would be possible for 
a person so maimed to overcome such handi- 
Caps, even to the extent of refusing to admit to him- 
self or to others that handicaps? Is it 
possible under circumstances like these to construct 
for one’s self a philosophy of life which will make a 
world wrapped in unending darkness still a bright

Not only that. -Is it within human power to over- 
ride these afflictions with such success as to master 
accomplishments which many seeing persons could 
not encompass and to find a high place in an hon- 
ored profession, so high a place, in fact. as to be- 
eome adviser and instructor to experts and advanced 
pupils in one of the most difficult of the arts? 

There is a man in St. Louis who has accomplished 
these things under the supposed physical handi- 
caps here indicated. As has been said, he will not 
himself acknowledge them as handicaps. 

Itc-would be difficult to,find in ail St. Louis a 
more cheerful man than Joseph L. Huber, sightless 
and bereft of his right hand. 

And you couldn’t guess his o¢cdpation. 

He teaches seeing persons to play the cornet and 


the trombone: not merely the elements and rudi- 
ments of this exacting art, but the fine points of 
technique, method and execution which make the 


finished player 

The pupils who go to Huber’s home at 3413 Wry- 
oOming street for instruction are professionals. Some 
of them have reached the heights of the Symphony 
Orchestra and thé concert platform, and yet, with 
_all their proved efficiency, there is something more 
that they can learn from this sightless man with one 
hand. 

Sometimes they go there skeptical and come away 
convinced. They find that the wonder is not that 


a man so ‘handicapped’ has achieved so much, but 
that so much could be achieved under any cond 


tions. And that is just the point which Huber 
himself emphasizes when he is induced to talk about 
himself. 

The possibility of achievement. regardless of han- 
dicaps, is a fascinating theme for Huber, buf he 
eonseats to talk of it only on the ground that his 
experiences and his philosophy might be an encour- 
agement and help to others who are sightless or 
maimed. 

“{ do not consider blindness a handicap.” said 
Huber to a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine reporter.

That is one of 
Huber’s axioms, and so well 
does he apply his philosophy 
that before you have talked 
with him long you do pot 
think of him as a blind man, 
and you find yourself even 
nodding to him or making 
sestures as though you were 
cONVersing with a seeing per- >| 
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son. 

This delusion is kept 
up when he moves about 
the house. He g6es unerringly to any object he wants 
to find. Seeing him in action, one readily believes 
that he Das solved the problem of learning to do 
without what he hasn’t got. Even his lack of a 
right band is compensated by a cuplike device at- 
tached to his cornet. This fits over the stump at 
his wrist and enables him to hold the instrument 
while fingering the stops with his left hand. 

It is to be remembered that, in addition to his 
other disablements, Huber, at the age of 12, had. to 
begin life over as a left-handed boy. This was just 
another of the circumstances which he refused to 
classify as handicaps. 

“One must have the will to do things,’ he said. 
“That is what counts. If you mak¢ up your mind to 
it, you can do many things as well without your sight 
Of course, you must pick out something 
that does not absolutely call for vision. 

“Now, many persons think that because I am blind 
I must teach and play by ear. They cannot under- 
stand how anyone can play by note without follow- 
ing the printed score 
with his eyes. In the 
world of seeing persons 
that is the way it is 
done. Though I cannot 
see, I can read music at 
sight. My fingers are my 
eyes and the Braille sys- 
tem of raised characters 
eonveys the concept of 
the notes ta my mind.

For more than a month the~ base 
camp, named Townsend, in honor of 
Lieut. Glen Townsend, U. S. A., who 
laid it out for the party, was oceupied 
while various side trips were being 
made. Omer Malsbury, topographer 


| representing the canal zone administra- 


tion, established the latitude and longi- 
tude of the base camp and determined 
the true north and south. A permanent 
monument marking and recording this 
geodetic data was erected. 

Then plans were gotten under way for 
the “big push” inte unknown Indian 
country at the headwaters of the Chucu- 
Baque and Bayano. 

The Chocoi Indians, living largely 
near the negroid towns and settled area 
near the Marsh expedition’s base camp, 
are comparatively friendly to the white 
and black man. And the tame Cuna In- 
diams living up the Tuyra River and its 
tributaries on higher land also are not 
manufriendly to the whites and blacks. 
But up the Chucumaque, in a land of 
mystery. are the Cunas Bravos, the wild 
Cuna Indians, of the same stock as the 
tame Cunas, but now a separate and an- 
tagonistic tribe.~ 

Many years before, the Cunas Bad oc- 
cupied much larger territory, a tame 
Cuna chief told Marsh, But Spanish 
hunger for gold at Cuna and other lo- 
ealities had caused abuse of the Indians 
and they had emigrated in two direc- 
tions—up the Chucunaque and into the 
mountains. 

The Membrille River. about 30 miles 
by bee lime above Yavisa, is supposed 


pedition left Panama that the base camp 


started up the Chucunaque River. 
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to be the “dead line,” above which no 
Chocoi Indian, negroid or even white 
man is supposed to go. Even the tame 
Cunas never dare penetrate the Cunas 
Bravos’ hunting land above this point. 
So far as the Marsh expedition was able 
to learn, no white man had ever oven in 
the unknown territory in recent rears. 
Seek fter oil, some of whom were 
met in the lower Chucunague, and 
other explorers: who claim to have been 
in this country, always stopped at this 
Membrillo dead line. 

Fifty years ago, Admiral Selfridge of 
the U. S. Navy penetrated into Darien 
with a party of 250 men upon order 
from Gen. Grant to make a reconnais- 
sance for am interocean canal. He land- 
ed on the San Bilas coast, crossed the 
mountains, and, with his force, reached 
the junction of the Sucubti and Chucu- 
nague rivers. Deciding that this route 
was unsuited for a canal, he went no 
further. During all the trip his party 
rarely came in coantact with the Indians. 
who retreated Before him, and it is re- 
ported that not one Indian womah was 
ever seen. 

As planned. the major exploratices 
was to be a trip up the Chucunagne to

Bayano to the Pacific coast. This meant 
passing through territory held not only 
by the Cunas Bravos, but other fierce’
